WASHINGTON, Aug. 20.—The 
tariff bill rates made public yester-

PRESS CONDEMNS PREMIER 





Vorwaerts Says French Spokesman 
at Hague Will Lose Confidence 
of the People of ‘the Reich.

BERLIN, Aug. 20.—Much bitter- 
ness was expressed today in official 
circles over the news from The 
Hague that Premier Briand of 
France, after his promises to For- 


eign Minister Stresemann of Ger- 
many, still avoids setting the date 
for Rhineland evacuation. There 
also is much speculation as to the 
attitude of the government, espe- 
cially Dr. Stresemann’s, In: case no 
definite decision is reached at The 
Hague and the debate is continued 
to Ronavn during or after the League 
Assembly meeting next month. 

‘The position of .the German dele- 
ery at The Hague has been per- 
éctly clear throughout in that ac- 
ceptance of the Young plan depends 
absolutely upon withdrawal of alien 
troops from Reich territory. That 
the creditor nations are unable to 
agree upon the division of the spoils, 
the Germans feel has nothing to do 
with them, and therefore they have 
waited silently and patiently for such 
squabbles to terminate. 


Delegates’ Offices at Stake. 


Although at the present moment 
Most comment is directed against 
the ‘‘manipulations of M. Briand,’’ 
it is not forgotten that Dr. Joseph 
Wirth, Minister of Occupied Regions, 
has argued repeatedly that ‘the dele- 
gation cannot return to Berlin after 
making new sacrifices and getting 
no relief. Also, despite Dr. Strese- 
mann’s strong: denial a few days ago 
at The Hague that he has any pres- 
ent idea of resigning, the fact re- 
mains that: he not only is ill physi- 
cally but is heartsick and tired men- 
tally because of the long delays to 
which he has been subjected in 
ee his policy of conciliation bear 

ruit. 

Thus fears are expressed in certain 
informed quarters that if the Young 
plan is not accepted at the present 
conference the German Foreign Min- 
ister will not even bother to appear 
before the Reichstag, but will mere- 
ly permit local events to take their 
course, which might mean the for- 
mation of a Cabinet much after the 
complexion of France’s own bloc 
nationale. 

The Social Democratic newspaper 
Vorwarts says today: : 

“If Briand believes he can fool 
any one in Germany with his pres- 
ent ‘actics, he errs. His constant 
eyasion and his intentional exag- 
geration of trifling: difficulties are so 
unworthy, so undignified that we 
fear the French Premier will at this 
conference lose the last bit of con- 
fidence of the German people. As 
Prime Minister of his own bloc na- 
tionale he may think of this light- 
heartediy, but it is highly regrettable 
for the idea of a Franco-German un- 
Gerstanding.”’ 

The Tageblatt, a’ government: or- 

£an. says: 
*“*M, Briand’s manipulations can- 
not be excused with the argument 
concerning the parllaméntary weak- 
ness of his Cabinet. ‘The German 
Government must now be aware ‘the 
German people will stand behind it 
ell the more if it now makes ‘use of 
its tactically ‘strong position. We 
will, not be irritated merely by the 
loss of time. If the conference has 
reatiy only just begun, we are ready 
to c.iry on with the same zeal pro- 
vided we feel the agreement ulti- 
Mately reached will be founded upon 
common sense.’’

Dr. Griffith found that while dried 
yeast lacks any marked effect on 
appetite it did increase the power of 
digestion, he said. As an example 
he cited his experiments with white | 
rats which, with yeast added to their 
diet, consumed only 9 per cent more 
than their normal amount of food 
but increased in weight 47 per cent. 

A liquid which, he sai@,; shows a 
remarkable effect in increasing the 
appetite and the anfount of food con- 
sumed by rats, was described by 
Dr. Griffith. 

This liquid, an extract of liver, 
however, increase the 
capacity of the digestive processes. 
Like all appetizers, its efiects tend 
to wear off. Thus in the first twenty 
days of experimentation the stimula- 
tion was very apparent, but-in the 
second twenty-day “period. the effect 
was not marked at all. 

A secretion from adrenal glands, 
different from adrenal which they 
termed inter-renalin, and which ap- 
peared to. preduce ‘‘a marked 
prolongation of life’’ in certain ex- 
perimental animals, was reported by 
Drs. J. M. Rogoff and G. N. Stewart 
of Cleveland. A similar substance. 
which they called ‘‘a new active 
principle,’’ was reported by Drs. 
Alfred E. Koehler and Lillian Eichei- 
berger of Chicago.

The death of Rear Admiral AL- 
creatures of the same stuff with the BERT PARKER NIBLACK, retired, re- 
moves a naval officer whose career 
was distinguished in works of peace 
as well as in war.

PRESIDENT AND TARIFF, 


Mr. Shouse Thinks Mr. Hoover 
Should Speak Out Now. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Sunday’s New YorK TIMEs, com- 
menting on the rather widely circu- 
lated report that President Hoover 
would veto the tariff bill if it strayed 
far from his notion of limited re- 
vision, suggests that such a result 
would be awkward for the Demo- 
cratic National Executive Commit- 
tee, 

‘If the Democrats and insurgents,”

begie their professions, they will have 
to hold up Mr. Hoover’s hands in 
fashioning the tariff, although their 
declarations are intended to embar- 
rass him.”’ 

Up to date we have not seen any 
statement purporting to come from 
the President of any such sentiment 
as that attributed to him. If he is 
distressed at the action of the Ways 
and Means Committee of the House, 
which his secretary, Walter Newton, 
helped arrange; if he is dismayed 
by the course of the administration 
members: of the Senate Finance 
Committee, the conspicuous figures 
of which have been to the White 
House’ repeatedly during the cook- 
ing up of the reprehensible bill, what 
insuperable obstacle is there to his 
saying so? 

He did not balk at telling the Sen- 
ate what he thought of the debenture 
plan after the committee had re- 
ported it, so it cannot be modesty or 
meticulous attention to the niceties 
of legislative observance of legisla- 
tive functions that holds him back 
now. 

Certainly it is neither sconbesy nor 
efficiency to permit a session of Con- 
gress to squander its time and the 
people’s money by proceeding down

Of course, nobody in Geinteedl ever 
dreamed of desiring to puta stop to 
buying and selling stocks on the ex- 
changes. I'own stocks and proprie- 
tary interests in newspapers, banks, 
hotels, farms, foundries and other 
productive enterprises; but I have 
never acquired the habit of betting 
at one hour that the value of these 
interests will be greater or less the 
next hour or the next day or the next 
month, I didn’t gamble on a turn of 
the wheel. I didn’t cast djce on the 
better wit of the “‘bulls” or the duller 
wit of the ‘‘bears.”’ I invested my 
money; and I de not have to listen 
at the ticker or watch the tapes for 
profits. If Dr. Meeker is unable to 
distinguish between legitimate invest- 
ments from overnight wagers or for- 
tuitous circumstances, it would be a 
waste of time to reason with him. 

As a purely business proposition I 
would like to see excessive marginal 
speculation abated; but I have never 
bothered two seconds abott the 
“‘wickedness’’ of stock gambling. My 
concern has been for the economic 
integrity of the Federal Reserve 
banking system. By the law Federal 
Reserve banks and the board are, 
implicitly and textually; prohibited 
from loaning funds or authorizing 
the loan of funds “‘for the purpose 
of carrying or trading in stocks.’ 
This may be ‘cannibalistic’ in the 
opinion of Dr. Meeker. It may be 
“‘outrageous’’ in the opinion of that 
prize stock gambler who has’ not 
sense enough when he talks to imitate 
the laconic example of Balaam’s ass. 
Neverthelegs, this prohibition is, de- 
signedly and gctually, the law. 

The act gives the banks and the cen- 


tral board authority—indeed, makes it by | 


their imperative duty—to resist defi- 
ance and prevent abuse of the law. 
It requires only plain understanding, 
honest inclination and real courage 
to make the law effective. It is not 
the business of the board or banks 
to “‘control and direct tke capital 
funds of industry,’’ as Dr. Meeker 
mistakenly insists, nor have the Re- 
serve. banks or board any real right: 
to direct or control stock gambling. 
But the board and banks are definite- 
ly required by law not to permit the 
stock market to control them by 
illegally appropriating trust -funds 
which belong to commerce and in- 
dustry.

SYRACUSE, N. Y., Aug, .20.—The 
creation of impartial machinery. for 
the adjustment of Jabor disputes was 
advocated here today by Lieut. Gov. 
Herbert H. Lehman in an address 
before the convention of the New 
York ‘State Federation of Labor. 
Mr. Lehman said that fear on the 
part of the employer of unreason- 
able interference in the operation of 
his plant could be specifically dis- 
pelled through the creation of such 
machinery, es is now the case in 
some of the needlework industries, 
‘Where such impartial machinery 
has been set up,” he said, “the num- 
ber of disputes has. been surprisingly 


small and generally resolved to the 
satisfaction and advantage of both 
sides. In this connection, I believe 
that: the principle of voluntary arbi- 
tration. can. be vastly intensified and 
extended, although I am at ‘present 
definitely opposed to any attempt to 
impose mandatory arbitration.’ 

Mr. Lehman said that trade union- 
ism hes vastly advanced the cause 
of labor during the past sevéral gen- 
erations. ig 

“Tt has. led. .to . higher. wages, 
shorter hours, better working condi- 
tions and has increased the collective 
contentment of “the workers,’’ he 
said. 


Praises William Green. 


“Tn a recent labor dispute in which 
I served as mediator I was impressed 
with the progressive attitude taken 
by William Green, president of the 
Ameri¢an Federation of’ Labor: 
Without yielding any’ of the prin- 
ciples for which ‘you’ Have fought’so 
long, he convinced the employers 
that their industry-was really a part- 
nership with the workers. and that 
the: prosperity and contentment of 
each group directly affected the 
other.. 

“In my conferences. with represen- 
tatives of labor and employers I 
have been impressed and saddened 
by what seems: unjustifiable .suspi- 
cion on each side, This feeling can 
be eliminated and-in-its place..sub- 
stituted:a feeling of mutual helpful- 
ness, After all, the: development of 
any industry is like a two-way. street. 
Prosperity and contentment. must 
run both to ‘the worker and the em- 
plover ~ ' : 

“The growth of: large corporations 
should in my opinion be. a help, 
rather than a hindrance to the’ de- 
velopment of constructive relations 
between labor and industry. True, 
they are more powerful, but to be 
successful they must be ably man- 
aged’ and responsive to public 
opinion. 


Predicts. Greater Cooperation, 


"T predict an -increasing tendency 
toward cooperative effort in indus- 
try.: I am too. practical to believe 
that within any measurable time in- 
dustrial strife can be eliminated: 
Differences will unquestionably arise, 
bats Gmt Beles mb rol tli mmereyebabelt (Mn dombaléds ha to} 
secure a greater financial and social 
return for the production which. its 
efforts are making possible. 

‘The fear that where, an industry 
fs only partially unionized, or weakly 
organized, those who honestly ad- 
here to the provisions of their agree- 
ments may be pénalized in’ competi- 
tion with manufacturers who oper- 
ate non-union shops or sub-standard 
shops, has hindered unionization.

“Be: it resolved by the Senate, the 
Assembly concurring, that the people 
of Wisconsin, through their Legisia- 
ture, respectfully but earnestly pro- 
test to the President and. the n- 
gress of the United States ainst 
the methods used by Federal officers 
and agents in ‘the enforcement of the 
prohibition act, particularly the wan-

The estimates call for a new Fed-

There are now 37,000 prisoners in 
Leavenworth and Atlanta, with 
proper accommodations in the two 
institutions, for only 34,000. 

President Hoover ps in the day 
announced that the following plan 
had been reached to meet temporari- 
ly the crowding in Federal prisons: 

‘*Through the cooperation of Secre- 
tary Good and the Attorney General! 
I believe we have found temporary 
colution to the problem of overcrow 
ing in the Federal prisons, especially 
those at Atlanta and Leavenworth. 

‘‘The army has three major prisons. 
One at Governors Island, one at 
Leavenworth and one at Alcatras. 

“The army prison at Leavenworth

WASHINGTON, Aug.  20.—Steak 
and pork chops, potatoes, ‘fresh 
eggs, oranges and flour cost con- 
sidérably more{ hens, buttér, maca- 
roni, cheésé and tea a little less, and 
milk and:«corn meal, cabbage, can- 
ned ‘peas, sugar and coffee about 
the same, during the month: ending 
July 15 as for the previous month, 
according to a retail food index is- 
sued today by the United States De- 
partment of Labor. 

The index reveals an increase of 
nearly two and one-half per cent in 
food costs since June 15; an increase 
of ‘about “three and three-fourths 
per’cent since July 15 last year, and 
an, increase of approximately 59 per 
cent since July 15, 1918. 

Twenty articles on which monthly 
prices were secured had increased by 
July 15, fine had decreased, and 


thirteen showed no chan nge. The in- 
creases were: Potatoes, per cent; 
strictly fresh eggs, 7 per cent; sirloin 
steak and por chops, 5 per cent; 
round steak and canned tomatoes, 3 
r cent; Trib roast, chuck roast, 
Hine ag and ora Bo per cent; plate 
sliced co canned. red 
oi, lard, poe om flakes, | navy 
ran prunes, raisins and bananas, 
per cent, and wheat cereal less 
then five-tenths of one per cent. 


Nine Items Show Decrease, 


The nine decreases were: hens, 8 
per cent; butter, rolled oats, maca- 
roni and baked beans, 1 per cent, 
and sliced ham, lamb, cheese and 
tea, less than five-tenths of 1 per 
cent. 4 

The following ‘thirteen articles 
showed no change .in the month: 
fresh milk, evaporated milk; oleo- 
margarine, vegetable lard substitute, 
bread, cornmeal, rice, onions, cab- 


bage, canned corn, canned peas, 
sugar and coffee.

2.8 per cent. 

The greatest portion of the increase 
in exports during the .six months 
ended June 80 was in manufactured 
products, the bulletin reported, and 
the largest. gain in. imports was on 
articles upon which tariff rates are 
likely to be increased. The large in- 
crease in exports for the six-month 
period indicated that the upward 
trend, interrupted in May, has been 
resumed. 

Vessel movements in foreign trade 
continued to inéyease in June, which
